HORSES IN WINTER. 


How to Keep Them Where the Cl/- 


mate Is Not Too Severe 


To Keep idle horses or young grow- 


ing colts over a year in the stable dur- 
ing the winter season is not only very 
expensive in feed and labor, but is fre- 
quently of positive injury to the horses 
themselves. 
The horse requires a 


great deal of exercise, and when this ! 
exercise, is not given in the way-of I 
work, they should be allowed to take 
it in the open fields. The cheapest 
and best way of caring for horses, 
whether idle or youns;. through tho 
winter season, is to turn them out on 
a blue grass pasture which has not 
boeu pastured down closely in the 
fall. This, with a shed to run under 
during severe storms, a hay or straw 
stack, and access to salt and water, 
is all that this class of horses need,

Salt should always be accessible. 
Do not allow i-ny stron? flavoiod 


food, like garlic, cabbage siud turnips, 
to be eaten, except immediately after 
milking. 


Cloan the entire body of the cow! 


daily. If hair in t:tp region of the ud- 
ber is not easily l.ept clean it should 
be clipped. 


Do not use the :7iilk within twenty 


days before calvir.fr nor within three 
to five days after'1, ards. 


The milker sho'ild bo clean in all 


respects; he should not use tobacco: 
he should wash and dry his hands just 
before milking. 


Milk quietly, quickly, cleanly and 


thoroughly. Cows do not like unnec- 
essary noise or delay. Commence 
milking at exactly the same hour 
every morning and evening, and milk 
the cows in the same order. 


Throw away (but not on the floor, 


better in the gutter) the first few 
streams from each teat; this milk is 
very watery and of little value, but it 
may injure the rest. 


If in any milkin;' a part of the milk 


is bloody or stringy or unnatural in 
appearance, the whole mess should be 
rejected. 


Milk with dry hands; never allow 


the hands to come in contact with the 
milk. 


Do not allow c'.-^s, cats or loafers 


to be around at milking time. 


If any accident occurs by which a 


pail full" or partly fall of milk becomes 
dirty, do not try to remedy this by 
Straining, but reject all this milk und 
rinse the pail. 


Weigh and record the milk given 


by each cow, and tr-ke a sample morn- 
ing and night, at 'eist once a week, 
for testing by the fat test. 


Remove the mir": of every cow at 


once from the st'^le to a clean, dry 
room, where the a-i- is pure and sweet.

FORAGE CROPS. 


How They Cs.i Be Used At a Decided 


Profit. 


All farmers on small or moderately 


sized holdings who krvp live stock 
should also grow forage crops in ad- 
dition to their grasn pastures, since 
they so much reduce the area required 
for the latter. 
As a rule, the necessity 


for growing these crop* will increase 
with tho loss favorable conditions for 
growjng grass pastilles and vice versa. 


When farmers generally who Ihc 


upon arable lands give that att< ation 
to the growing of this class ot" forage 
crops which they ought to. from the 
standpoint of self interest, no limit 
can be set to the possible mcrevse 
in live stock and live stock products. 
More especially will this be true when 
they s;ivo that attention also to the 
growing of soiling and todder which 
their importance demands. In those 
oncourasring days that are drawing 
near, the production in those hues 
that will be obtained ti\,m the small 
areas would astonish many of the far- 
mers of to-dav. 
And tho increase will 


no less apply to the quantity than to 
the quaiity of tl.e product bec.ui^e of 
the suitable chanu tor of the food fur- 


nelivering milk. When this is un- 
avoidable, insist Luat the skim-milk 
or whey tank be k-pt clean.

2EBROID3. 


They Are a Cross Between a Zebrs 


And'a Horse. 


The Brazilian minister at Washing- 


ton has furnished to the bureau of 
animal industry some Interesting facts 
about what he calls "zcbroids"—i. e., 
crosses between the zebra and hors# 
—which are being bred by Baron de 
Parana on his plantation in the state 
of Rio Janeiro. It appears that the 
object of these experiments is to pro- 
duce a larger and handsomer hybrid 
than the mule, and one which, as 
proved by results already 
obtained, 


is a more valuable animal. The Baron 
declares that the zebroid will prove of 
great economi" importance, and that 
it will bo in fact, the mule of the twen- 
tieth century, supplanting the humble 
but cantankerous offspring of the ass 
and the mare. 


The Baron imported his zebras 


from Africa expressly for this pur- 
pose, and he says of tljc hybrids pro- 
duced that they are very sprightly, 
though at the same time gentle and

Water For Cows. 


How many dair\men ppprocnto tho 


amount of water their cows need, 
both to digest their food and to furnish 
that needed tor their milk supply? A 
cow cannot work over her food nor 
supply milk without water and plenty 
of it. 
It takes four pounds or half a 


gallon of v, atcr for every pound of 
dry matter in tho food: this means 
nearly 100 pounds of water for a cow 
receiving dry food alone. 
If the food 


contains water, as in silase or roots, 
of course tl;c amount required is less. 


The Geneva Station lonnd that cows 


in full milk require tour and three- 
fifths pounds of water for every twen- 
ty pounds of milk. Xow. if a cow is 
in a cold barn with cold food and ico- 
watcr to drink, is she going to chill 
herself with a hundred pounds of cold 
water merely to keep up her milk 
flow? 
Feed is high this year, and 


bran. hay. corn, etc.. are hisih priced 
fuels to heat water, cows and stables 
with.

EGGS IN WINTfeR. 


Not So Profitable As They Once Were 


—Cold Storage. 


Time was when, the production of 


winter eggs was a highly remunerative 
business well fitted io .'ais;e up hopes 
and hen hou-es but the man who al- 
lows himself to be lured into the win- 
ter egg business now influenced by the 
seductive cackle of an optimistic old 
hen has not properly canvassed the 
situation. 


Times have changed. It is exped- 


ient now that winter egg literature 
be renovated and made over on a new 
pattern 
There is too much of a dis- 


position to throw around tho subject 
the halo of "the olden golden glory 
of the days gone by." 
Ab a matter of 


fact a new element has now to be 
reckoned with, and the man who re- 
fuses to take it into account in not 
wise. 


Cold storage has come to slay and 


the result of its coming has been to 
level prices by raising the summer 
price and lowering the extravagant 
figures which were formerly obtained 
in winter.' It is practically impossible 
for eggs now to reach ruinously low 
prices in summer because of the con- 
stant cold storage buying which be- 
gins as soon as they reach twelve 
cents a dozen, while the unloading of 
stock which sots in when the price 
loaches eighteen cents keeps the win- 
ter price so low that the \, inter egg 
man hardly gets a suflicioni advance 
to pay for his cayenne popper and dip- 
lomacy.—National Truck num.

Mr. Stoddard 
gave me a sample of the product, 
which, he said, ha-1 been made about 
six weeks before; it is of unusually 
fine grain, dry, of bright attractive 
color and smells fresh and sweet. An 
omelet made from this sample had no 
peculiarities whatever as compared 
with one made from fresh eggs; the 
consistency is the same and the flavor 
all right. 
Mr. Stoddard claims that 


the product can be kept indefinitely 
under proper conditions, and he ex- 
pects it to find general use in com- 
petition with refrigerator eggs. 
The 


desiccated article can be used for 
every purpose for which eggs are used 
except, of course, where the whole 
egg is necessary or where whites and 
yokes must be separated.—Cor. Pro- 
duce Review.

Thus enor- 
moas quantities of chicks weighing 
throe to four pounds are sent to ail 
tho large cities, and as they are neith- 
er broilers nor roasters, :u-o sold on 
the open market at the lowest prices 
going. 
Of course the shippers who 


know that tho quality of tho stock 
was good is dissatisfied with the re- 
luins. 
For the city market there is 


rotliinK between tho broiler and the 
roaster. Cookrols not, marketed at 
broiler size should beheld for roasters, 
and if possible should bo caponizod. 
If this is done they can be bold for a, 
favorable 
market.

keted while soft, no matter bow poor 
the prices are. for aPor they bccomo 
hard and "staggy" UK v bring no more 
than old cocks.—Farm Poultry.

Senator Halt D«clar«c That the Doc- 


ument Should Arrest the Attention 
of tho Country—Mr. Petti grew De- 
liver* a Speech on the Philippines. 


• Proceedings In the House. 


Washington, Dec. 21.—In the senate 


Mr. Hale (Maine) has had read from 
the clerk'a desk the proclamation Is- 
sued by General Brooke in Havana 
on turning over the civil government of 
Cuba to his successor, Gen. Leonard 
Wood. 


• This proclamation," said be, "must 


arrest the attention ot the senate com- 
inHlee on Cuban affairs and of the 
country. It is a most remarkable 
statement of the progress that has been 
made in Cuba. If General Brooke be 
right, peace and order practically have 
been restored on the Island and the 
I coplf- will be ready at an early date to 
enter upon a government of their own. 
General Brooke is to be congratulated 
upon having accomplished a vast work. 
It is much greater than I had supposed. 
1 see the dawn of the time when the 
Cuban people will be able to pet up a 
government of their own. Gen. Brooke, 
ha Y ing been displaced, will soon come 
north and when he arrives YY'ill re- 
ceive our congratulations upon his 
great work." The matter was referred 
to the committee on relations 
with 


Cuba. 


Mr. HaYvley (Connecticut), chairman 


of tho military affairs committee, drew 
a sharp speech frojn Mr. Pettigrew by 
a motion to reconsider a resolution pr«;- 
vioubly Introduced by Mr. Pettigrew 
and passed directing1 the secretary of 
war to forward to the senate the full 
report of the commission appointed by 
the president to investigate the con- 
duct of the Spanish war. 


Mr. PiHUgrew declared that this was 


a most unusual proceeding and d6- 
iraiiued to know whether "it is a part 
or n. studied policy to suppress infor- 
mation." 


"Is it," he demanded, '"along the 


lines of the suppression of news from 
-Mfnila, not because it is not proper 
new!--, but because of its possible effect 
on the people of the country? A clay 
or two ago [ asked the adoption of a 
resolution of inquiry that I deemed 
perlcctly proper. 
It way laid on ihe 


table. Was the action taken because 
tlio resolution indicated tnat officers of 
this government had recognized the 
Philippine republic. JDo you think if 
Rtieh a recognition had not been made 
that resolution would have been laid 
on tho table? Tlv fact is, we dicl 
recognize tho Philippine republic, and 
it Y\as through tlv assistance of the 
Filipino vessels th.it a Spanish gar- 
rison was forcer! to surrender.

Porlas's last trump for securing con-

WORKERS AMONG COTTONSEED. 


New Machine Which Is Designed to 


Monopolized Their Business. 


An always interesting sight to New 


Orleans visitors has been the large 
gangs of darkies unloading cotton 
seed from the barges at the oil mills, 
piling the sacks ot seed on tho heavy 
trucks and trundling them down the 
wharf into the mill, singing lustily the 
while. 
The picturesque side of the 


old-time method of unloading seed by j 
no means appeals to the owners of the | 
mills, however 
Such labor is very 
i 


expensive, and sometimes impossible 
to obtain. Competition in the manu- 
facture of cottonseed products is very 
keen, and unnecessary handling of 
the raw material must be clone away 
with wherever practicable. 
The big 


grain elevators, built right up to the 
deep water, have long ago solved the 
problem, but with the oil mills at 
Grctna, built hack of the levee, with 
their wharves stretching a considera- 
ble distance into the river, and with 
these wharves sinking and twisting al1 
the time from the action of the cur 
rent and the treacherous river bed, 
the question how to unload their 
barge and carry the seed back into the 
mills at a low cost has been until now 
a very difficult one to answer. 


The Union Mill Company iias re- 


cently installed at its large Crescent 
mill at Gretna a plant, for rapidly and 
economically 
unloading seed 
from 


barges, which seems to meet all the 
conditions. The main part of the sys- 
tem is a belt conveyor, running on 
trestle work along the wharf, and 
thence under tho roof of the mill. 
Along this conveyor the seed is car- 
ried from the end of the wharf, 250 
feet to a point in the mill, where it is 
weighed and either stored or distrib- 
uted direct to the crushers. From the 
time it is taken from, the barges until 
it leaves the mill as a finished product 
the seed is not touched by huad . 


The present capacity of the plant is 


about 4,700 bushels (seventy tons) of 
cottonseed per hour, but this can be 
largely increased. It is estimated that 
the construction will pay for itself in 
wages saved in. less than two seasons. 


Saved From Prison by His Ears. 
"I don't often see a thief or a bad 


man with big ears," said Judge Wof- 
ford from the bench in commenting 
on. the phystegnomy of Gilbert Clos- 
ser, a. 15-year-old, boy. charged with as- 
saulting Frederick E. Moses. "I like 
to see a boy with big ears."

NEW WAY TO FELL TREES. 


Saws Fast Taking the Place of Ax«» 


In Main* Woods.. 


The lumbermen arc making a decid- 


ed departure this season in tho method 
of cutting down trees, using sa\vs in- 
stead of axes in felling them. 


Up to last year the axe alone was 


used by the lumbermen in the Maine 
woods. Only the most expert men did 
this part of the work, and men spent 
years in the Maine woods before they 
were considered skillfuf enough to be- 
come part ot the crew employed In 
felling trees. By the time a man be- 
came a chopper he felt like a second 
lieutenant. 
On account of the num- 


ber of years spent in learning this 
part of the business the choppers in- 
trusted with felling trees made un- 
usual good wages, the best receiving 
nearly double the amount paid those 
who were a part of the crew who took 
care of the timber after it had fallen. 


That method of felling trees has 


been found by the Iwmbering compan- 
ies to be very expensive, both on ac- 
count of the time required to fell each 
tree and the wages paid. Last year 
the experiment of cutting down the 
trees with saws was tried and found 
so successful that this year only a 
small share of the men sent into the 
woods are expert choppers, or if they 
are expert choppers they are not sent 
in with the understanding that they 
are to use their axes in cutting down 
trees, but rather in trimming the 
limbs after the trees have fallen, or 
in cutting up the trees into lengths for 
handling in the iog drives. 


There is another gain, that of time 


and wages, it is in the amount of tim- 
ber saved on the stump. Formerly it 
was a common thing to see all over 
a lot stripped of tree stumps from 
one to three feet above the ground. 
This part of the tree was the very 
best, both because it was free from 
knots and because it was the largest 
part of the tree in girth. 
By using 


the saw the trees may be cut off near- 
er the ground and a big saving made. 


The saw used is slightly different 


from the old cross-cut saw, the teeth, 
being of a pattern fitted to that work. 
—Maine Special in Boston Herald.

You Taste With Your Eyes.

Of course 
your tongue is absolutely helpless in 
distinguishing between one substance 
and another if your nose does not do 
its part, which, is about four-fifths ol 
the work. Thus you really taste with 
your eyes and nose.—Answers.
